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THE DAJIICE SEASON In Chicago began early 
this year with the visit of the Royal 
Danes. Eor the person who toiows and under¬ 
stands what he Is looking at they were a 
rare delight. Very few companies come with 
such a rich combination of repertoire and 
dancers who are expressive - personable and 
technically excellent* Volkava's training 
shows In every movement of their well tao- 
tlllzed arms and legs- Now that the Dane's 
season Is away behind that of some eight or 
ten other ballet troupes appearing here the 
dancing of Kirsten Simone, Inge Sand, 
Kronstram and Fllndt remains the real 
bright spot of the entire season. It was 
this company who first brought to Chicago 
the .brilliant choreography of Brlglt Cull- 
berg In "MIss Julie". It Is not often that 
we see In the ballet world choreography 
that Is so Intelligently conceived. Along¬ 
side of "mIss Julie" Frederick Ashton's - 
"Romeo" was a dreary hodge-podge of unre¬ 
lated movements. 

The Christmas season plum fell to the 
Royal English Ballet and despite all pub - 
llclty they arrived with only one ballerina 
Margot Fonteyn. Had she not arrived the 
entire season would have been a complete 
loss. Full length ballets with all their 
meaningless padding, movie house tableaus 
and parade scenes do not offer an interest¬ 
ing evening of entertainment. How the com¬ 
pany still misses Moira Shearer and Beryl 
Grey. The over grooming of Beriosova In the 
English tradition has completely obliter¬ 
ated all the charm and beauty she once 
possessed.so richly. 

Early In February the American Ballet 
Theatre arrived for a short season. The 
company once a leader in offering contem¬ 
porary work has lost its brilliance. The 
tired-out Jazz ballet - "Points on Jazz", 
should have been cancelled out in the re¬ 
hearsal hall before It ever hit the stage. 

A dreadful waste of very excellent dan c ers 
energy and talent. "Bluebeard" regardless 
of its popularity In Russia should have 
been left there. However, their season was 
not a complete loss - Kriza's performance 


of 'Billy the Eld" still remains one of 
the American Classics. Ruth Ann Koesun 
one of the few dancers today with an 
authentic romantic quality had a bril¬ 
liant evening in "Les Sylphldes" dancing 
the Mazurka, the Pas de De^nc and the 
Prelude. If BT had brought no other 
ballets than the two Cullberg ballets 
their existence would have been justi-^^ 
fled. Maria Tallchief gave "Miss Julie" 
a very different reading than Simone but 
was highly effective. The novelty of the 
season was by odds "lady from the Sea 
with the most Imaginative choreography 
seen in a touring ballet company In 
decades. Lupe Serrano, a circus queen 
In the Pas de Deauxs in this ballet gave 
a truly artistic i>erfonnance. 

Next on the scene of importance was 
the youthful Robert Jeffrey Dancers. A- 
company of well trained dancers, espec¬ 
ially the girls; the boys were inclined 
to mannerisms and over sell in g which 
good dancing does not need. The company 
has not as yet formed a choreographic 
style of its own with most of the 
ballets seeming vaguely Ballanchine In 
character. The exception was the duo in 
"Pastorale" by Francisco Mancion with 
the sensitive dancing of Brunhllda Ruiz 
in the lead. 

Other companies appearing for a day 
or so were Ballet Russe, The Canadian 
Ballet, Jose Greco, Valerie Bettis, 

Joyce Trisler, and Alwln Nikolais, 
all of which neither added nor left 
anything to the local dance pleasure. 
Rather closing the season was 
the Moiseyev Company at our local mon¬ 
strosity the McCormick Place. Sold out 
audiences greeted them the entire run 
and those seeing them for the first time 
were enthralled but those who saw them 
on their first trip felt the new reper¬ 
toire was not up to the first one. Des¬ 
pite this they are a wonderful group and 
the genius of Moiseyev in presenting 
folk material Is a Joy to see- The com¬ 
pany's main concern Is entertainment 
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but oddly enough they end up giving a hit 
more art than do the ballet companies- 

The very real tragedy of every season 
in Chicago is that we do not have a Martha 
Graham season • • the o.nly company dedicated 
to art in the world- 

With all this outside activity every 
local group was also busy giving perform¬ 
ances by the dozens - To name a few, Sybil 
Shearer, The IUlnols Ballet, The Allegro, 
The Ballet Guild, Loretta Eozak and Stone- 
Camryn- These performances are on various 
planes of excellence, and however good or 
bad, at least an effort la being made. 

V^lth all this amount of dance during a 
year's time it would seem that Chicago had 
a dance audience - but do not kid yourself, 
we are still doing missionary work in a 
highly commercial city with little heart 
or appreciation for the dance as an art. A 
city that will allow the destruction of a 
Louis Sullivan theatre, the Geirrick, to 
make way for another parking lot - cannot 
have much civic pride -

THE IDNG GAP between issues of the Bul¬ 
letin has been due to a frantically busy

JOHN NEUMEIER as Hansel, TONI KDTOIA as the 
mother, ROY COLLODI as the father and 
YVONNE BROWN as the Witch . - as the cast 
was one of the best to date it had been 
hoped it would be possible to do a public 
performance but large caste (it had 35) are 
troublesome and a half dozen undedlcated 
dancers can Jeopardize the entire produc¬ 
tion - - on May 4th Mr. C gave a lecture 
demonstration on the "'italning of a Dancer" 
at Wilson Junior College with KEICH,KUTYNA

activity MR - STONE taught for the Fronie 
ASHER scholarship Foiaidatlon in Oklahoma 
City in April and MR. CAMRYN taught at 
the Northeast Regional Ballet Festival in

DANCEES SHOW DASH 


BALLET HAS EEESH QUALITY, GOOD TASTE 


The Stone-Cajnryn Ballet danced in the St. 
Alphonsus theater last night mirrored the 
individualism and good taste of its direc¬ 
tors, Bentley Stone and Walter Camryn. 

There were no stale old works• 

Originality was very much in evidence in 
Les Biches", choreographed by Stone to 
Poulenc music. The ballet is a social epi¬ 
sode, a house party, and it is a truer 
picture of the '20e, the sophisticated, 
carefree, posing '20s, than are the 
shrieking Charleston dancers who have 
defamed the decade. 

Stone has set stylish and devlliahly 
difficult dances, and they were performed 
with great dash by the competent cast• 
Dolores Llplnskl portrayed a sophisticate 
with beautifully authoritative dancing 
and Barbara Steele brought humor to a 
caricature of an affected hostess. 

Charles Schick, John Widmer& James Morskl 
postured before the ladles en.joying their 
young strength as much as showing off. 

A touch of fey girlishness was contrib¬ 
uted by the feather-light denr-tn g of 
Deborah Podore and Eoberta Senn. Frumeth 
Hirsh contributed the unusual, dnnring 
technical steps and singing in a well- 
trained soprano. 


In Whom I Li ye Dying" was another 
new work. 'This one,in a dark romantic 
mood to Schumann music, was choreo¬ 
graphed by Camryn. The central 
figure, the poet, was John Neumeier, 
a chap with an interesting presence 
and great talent. Lovely Karen Krych 
danced effortlessly as the poet's 
ideal and Toni Kutyna and Walter 
Camryn were respectively sunshine 
darkness. 

The program included repetitions of 
Camryn 'b ”lh % Landscape" and of 
"Dr. Ell Duffy". In the latter, an 
evocation of an early American medi¬ 
cine show^ Little Dean Badolato set 
the audience on its ears • The wonder 
child who looks about fovir years old 
I and may he a bit older^ was Duffy's 
roustabout and he followed faithfully 
and Joyfully in Camryn*s footsteps 
accomplishing not only the steps but 
keeping entirely in character.
